A $10,000,000 air transport line organized in Detroit plans 


to use established government mail routes. 
It will start .service 


along some of the more important lighted airways for night flying 


as soon as they are leady. 
“Private capital in comme"eial airplane operation,” explains 


an official, “must depend on the* government to maintain the air 


ways and the municipalities to furnish the terminals.” 
This seems reasonable.

A J?10,000,000 air transport line organized in Detroit plans 
to use established government mail routes. 
It will start s e r v i c e 
aion# some of the more important lighted airways for night flying 


as soon as they are ready. 
"Private capital in commercial airplane operation,” explains 
an official, “must tit pend on tho government to maintain the air 
nays and the municipalities to furnish the terminals.” 
This seems reasonable. 
It applies to commercial aviation 
some of the established policies for navigation. 
The government 
will be expected to sec that the air routes have their lighthouses 
and marked channels, like the water routes. 
And cities ambitious 
to become air ports will be expected to provide harbor facilities 


just as seaports do. 
There must be co-operation between federal and local agen* 
Cl es, but the division of duties seems lair. 
And it is reassuring 
lhat, while the government is blazing its air trails, dozens of 
American cities have aln ady taken steps, or are now doing so, to 
provide the necessary landing J.e ld s and other terminal 'acuities 
to put themselves into the air routes and attract their share of 
future air business. 
Fortunate is the city quick and enterprising enough to get 
into.this game-early, while land is cheap and competition not very 
keen. 
It may mean in many cases as much as bringing a railroad 
into the town meant in the days of the last great transportation 
development. 


The C offee Strike 


The American “coffee strike” seems to be winning. Brazilian 
monopoly is foiled. 
When the coffee growers of Brazil, aided by their govern­ 
ment, regulated exports and created an artificial monopoly, coffee 
soared in price. 
It went up around 60 cents a pound retail in this 
country, and then the market bucked. 
The women who buy most 
of the coffee for American consumption started buying less coffee 
and more tea and cocoa and mi’k. 
The United States is the great­ 
est coffee-drinking country 
plus on its hands. 
The inevitable happens. 
Even governments are not exempt 
from the law of supply and demand. 
Brazil will have to lower its 
price to sell its goods, 
Then, of course, Americans will start drinking more coffee 
than ever, and before long the price will soar again. 
For the sake 
of the national purse and stomach both, it would be just as w ell if 
the strike lasted a while longer.
